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More Evaluation 



For years the actions taken by the dean's staff when 
dealing with dormatories has been a major source of 
complaint. These people, from their virtually unassail- 
able positions, have never had to face consequences 
for their actions against students. 

It is time for this to change. 

We now have faculty evaluation, and for years the 

dorm counselors have submitted evaluations of the stu- 
dents under their jurisdiction. Now it seems only fair 
that we initiate "administrator evaluation." 

We suggest that a formal procedure, similar to that 
used in the evaluation of the professors, be developed 
so that every student in a living area will have the 
opportunity to rate all members of the dean's staff who 
are assigned to that area. 

Not only should the results of the survey be posted, 
but they shouldbe taken into consideration in the renewal 
of staff contracts. 

Furthermore, any complaints should be thoroughly 
investigated, and if bourne out, grievances should be 
redeemed. 

On the other hand, this system will provide the higher 
level of administration with another means of identifying 
outstanding staff members — the kindof people we want 
to keep at FSU. 

Counselors who are genuinely interested in doing a 
good job can only be helped by such a project. It will 
show them where the students think they can improve 
and where their successful efforts have been appre- 
ciated.

Religion and philosophy, politics 
and science, education and econo- 
mics have poured their Individual 
balm uptn the w-unds of the world, 
and yet we suffer and stn^le, de- 
plore and despair. All the irtiUe. 
the mute testimony of history stands 
wonderlngly and helplessly by, be- 
cause we Ignore her. 
High taxes, limidess debts and 
socialistic sentimentality have top- 
pled more empires tfaian all the 
armies who have marched acnws 
the pages of human history. 
Look at the lessons. Usten to the 
hollow voices at past calamity 
These are individuals, people just 
as you and I. Living souls used as 
pawns In the game of personal power. 
Living bodies crushed and beaten not 
by force of arms but the victims of 
a cultural cancer called socialism, 
if we do not heed the vacuous voices 
of the past, we soon will blend ours 
with theirs in a diige of deqiair. 
If we would cure tJw cultural can- 
cer which creeps ceaselessly over 
our land, then we must let history 
be our teacher.

Is there any area of human enter- 
prise In this country today which is 
free from controls and restrictions 
laid down with little or no regard 
for the Individual and his God-given 
freedom to be responsible for his 
own destiny? In the fields of manu- 
facturing, economics, urbanaffairs. 
personal health, and educatloB, no 
one dare movewithontfirststten^- 
Ing to ascertain what theGovwwient 
has In mind. 

Look at auKher side of this coin. 
When man is conditioned liy educa- 
tion or by empty promises, to look 
outside himself for his Mcurity. he 
If not only trading personal enter- 
prise for an insecure security but. 
more Important, he is allowing his 
personal dignity and integrity to be 
submciged into the mlasmlc mire of 
collectivism.

B^^r graduated from FSU in April 
or 1963 after majoring in hotel and 

His wife 
Sarah K«hrvn Blgler. also grad- 
uated from F5U, , Blgler is now 
attached to end serving with the 
Headquarters groiq) in Saigon. 
Bigler's recommendation for the 
award was recorded In a letter sent 
to tte conunander In chief U S 
Pacific Fleet, which read- ' 

•X)n the morning of AprU I, 1966 
the Victoria Bactelor. Officers- 
Quarters was tte subject of a Viet 
^ng pre-dawn terrorist attack in 
which thiee U.S. personnel lost their 
lives, "3 were wounded and exten- 
sive material damage inflicted. Lt. 
Blgler, wounded In tte terrorist 
anack, was evacuating tte buUdliw 
when he noticed an lapnA man 
pinned tetween a concrete slab, es- 
timated to ««!gh tetween 300 and 
400 pounds, and a steel support 
girder. 

"Tte area was alive with sparks 
caused by broten and arcing elec- 
trical wires and flooded as the re- 
enlt of mptnred water pipes 

•Hie Ueotenam realized t-he immi- 
■ent danger of electrocuUon and 
dtersgardlng Us own personal 
safety, idaced himself iqpon tlie deck 
Using arms and legs for leverage, 
he anempted to raise the concrete 
slab with his back to a telght suffl- 
tlent enough to permit tte injured 
nuu) to te extracted. 

••First attempts failed. Not to be 
thwarted In his efforts, Lt. Blgler 
solicited tte assistance of Lt. Harry 
S. Clock and Price Hoster. CS-12. 
Through th^combinedafforts^they 



successfully raised the concrete 
slab and freed the Injured man. 

"The Lieutenant's prompt, coura- 
geous and heroic action In tte pre- 
sence of great personal risk was In 
keeping with the higtest tradition 
of the United States Naval Service. 
This award Is for direct participa- 
tion in combat operations, and tte 
Combat Distinguished Device Is 
recommended." 



A fellowship of $3,650 from Re- 
sources for The Future, Inc., has 
been received by FSU doctoral stu- 
dent Larry C. Ledebur, who Is 
making a study of the economics of 
water pollution for his dlssenation 
in economics.

Chemistry Dept 
Receives Grant 

FSU reported today a new grant of 
$550,000 from the U.S. Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Dept. which will 
be used to construct a $1,705,000 
Chemistry undergraAtate Instruc- 
tion building. 

Designed to harmonize with other 
buildings in FSU's Science Center 
complex. It will be five stories with 
a total of 62,542 square Urn. of floor 
space. 

The building will require about 18 
months to build and should be com- 
pleted some time during tbe fall o( 
1968. 

Facing Call Strett, Chemistry Unit 
II will be located ia an area formerly 
occupied by ttm FSU Student Circus 
ten{. It will be across the street frmn 
Chemistry Unit I, which is eiqiected 
to be completed in July 1967. 

Cbemistry Unit 1, for graduate In- 
struction and research, is a seven- 
story building which will cost 
$4,334,529 furnished. 

Among other facilities Unit II will 
have 10 classrooms, eight of v/hich 
vfill accommodate 60 students each 
and two will accommodate 90 each; 
two teaching auditoriums that will 
each hold 300 students; and a total 
of 17 laboratories on tbree of tbe 
floors. 

Assistant architect John Jarvls 
said a feature of the building will be 
a central utility and storage spine, 
with classrooms and laboratories In 
cluster. There will be an outside 
corridor on each floor.

Language Course Enrollment Up; 

'Linguistic Isolationism' Broken 



A 50 per cent Increase in foreign 
language study during the past f mr 
years at FSU indicates that Ameri- 
cans, at least on the college level, 
are beginning to abandon what has 
been called their "linguistic isola- 
tionism." 

"Linguistic isolationism" is what 
Prof. Victor R.B. Oelschlager. head 
of the D^. of Modem Languages, 
calls a practice of which he said 
Americans have been gujlty in the 
past. This practic* demanded tlitt 
foreigners conae to us on our own 
monolingual terms and learn our 
laiyuage, Ei^llsh, to communicate 
with us." said Oelschlager. 

A chai«e from this isolationism is 
apparent to him in the rapid Increase 
in class enrollments In modem lan- 
guages, nine of which are taught at 
FSU. 

Enrollments Jumped from 2^)43 in 
the fall of 1961 to 3,094 for Trimes- 
ter I of the present school year, 
a 50 per cent gain. In the fall of 
1^53 enrollments were 806. 

Spanish led all other modem lan- 
guages during the 1965-66 fall term 
with enrolbnents of 1.143, followed 
by French with ip56 and German 
with 671.

Next most popular language was 
Russian with 76. Other enrollments 
Included 48 in Italian, 10 each in 
Portuguese and modem Chinese, 
seven in Secbo-CroatlaD aadfoor in 
Slavic. 

There were 69 enrollments in De- 
partment of Modem Languages 
courses not dealing with a particular 
language or language group. 

•Talking the other fellow's lan- 
guage has always been good 
American business," Dr. Oelschla- 
ger said, "but now it is absolutely 
essoitlal to American science, tech- 
nology and diplomacy. La n guage 
competency has proved to be more 
than a cultural luxury. It Is a prac- 
tical necessity for the United States 
In Us dealtngs with the space-age 
world." 

Much of tbt course work to the 
Department of Modem Languages is 
designed for students seeking to 
obtain the depth in various languages 
cultures and literatures which will 
enable them to teach language and 
literature and do research in these 
fields, the department bead said. 

There are undergraduate majors 
in Spanish, French, German and 
Russian and master's degree pro- 
grams in all of these but Russian. 
An M.A. curriculum Is now being 
proposed in Russian. 

Doctorates are offered in Spanish 
and French and a dozen PhD degrees 
have been awarded. 

The conventional two years of col- 
lege study Is far from enough for 
mastery of a language, according to 
Professor Oelschlager.

Reinhard explained that there h«l 
been talks with people concerned 
with the matter, but that no definite 
word as to a final decision had been 
received yet. Currently the Union 
is operating as though it has the 
funds, but wlU face a large deficit 
If they are not returned. 

Under current plans the Union is 
scheduled to come under the Univer- 
sity auxiliary budget as of July 1. 
Such a plan might hinder future Union 
expansion and Union profits might 
conceivably be used to offset a loss 
In another auxiliary operation. 

The Board could see no justifica- 
tion for placing the Union, a student 
activity financed to a great degree 
bv student activity fees, under the 
jurisdiction of those responsible for 
auxiliary funds^eiiher. The\ felt that 
such management will handicap the 
Union in its financial promotion of 
future growth and development.

The FSU Theater moves to Sara- 
sota for the niminer to Join with 
professional acton In ottering a 
repenolre at the Asolo Theater d 
the John and MableRlngllng Museum 
of Art. 

This Is an annual and prominent 
happening In the fine arts that occurs 
under the Joint auspices of the Uni- 
versity and the State of Florida 
with the supponof the Asolo Theater 
Festival Association. 

This year's repertoire Includes 
three comedies ("Much Ado About 
Nothing," a funny Shakespearean 
play of counshlp; 'The Miser," 
adapted from Mollere's French 
classical theater; and "A Man For 
All Seasons," Robert Bolt's story 
of Sir Thomas More); a tragedy, 
'Oedipus Rex," Sophocles' master- 
piece; and a representation from 
the theater ai the absurd. "The Bald 
Soprano." I<»iewo*8 farce mad uttl- 
play. 

This Is an interesting combination 
of exciting plays from different per- 
iods of drama; in the past. Eliza- 
bethan and 18th century plays have 
been the mainstay of the Asolo. 

The Asolo Theater Festival is well 
known throughout the country as one 
of the finest summer repertoire 
companies, and it Is one of the few 
"lei^ttmate" types In the South. 

The Asolo Theater itself (the build- 
ing) was contaucted in 1798 in 
Asolo. Italy. Some 132 yarn lattr, 
after serving as ti» st«ge for die 
leading Italian actors of two cen- 
turies, it was dismantled. It wasnot 
until 1957 diet tlw thetter Incertor 
was re-erected in its own tnlUttnf 
at the Rlngling Museum. 

The theater has been widoied 
slightly in order to add aaotber «i- 
trance, but otiierwlse it remains the 
same appearance as in Asolo, Italy. 
A chandellered lobby and galleries 
of paintings surround tlie orchestra 
seats and three levels of tioxes. 

Opening night is July 7 with mati- 
nees commencing on the 15th. The 
cycle of plays will nin through Aug. 
27. 

The' Festival presents a rare 
opportunity for reaUy seeing, hear- 
ing and living through a play In the 
atmosphere of an 18th century thea- 
ter. This Is not verisimilitude; this 
is drama, with such tension and con- 
flict that are best portrayed by top- 
notch acting. When an audience 
breathes with the stage sounds and 
sights, that unique participation is 
achieved which is best called 
theater. This is tlie rqaitattai a< 
the Asolo Festival.

Outfielder Jim Lyttle heads a list 
of six FSU baseball players seleaed 
In the recent major league draft. 

Lyttle, a sophomore who finished 
the season batting .324, was the New 
Yoilc Yankees first round pick. 

Another sophomore, shortstop 
Gary Sprague, was selected in the 
Class AA bidding by the Cleveland 
Indians. Sprague led the Seminole 
batters with a .379 batting average. 

In the Class A unlimited draft four 
Semlnoles were upped. 

The New York Mets gained exclu- 
sive bargaining rights on third base- 
man Maury Hopkins and center- 
fielder Mike Martin. 

Hopkins, who missed the last part 
of the Semlnoles' season because of 
a broken hand, batted .292. Martin, 
who led the Tribe batters most of 
die season, finished in the ninners- 
up slot Just six points behind Sprague 
at .373. 

Catcher Randy Brown was the 
choice of the American League's 
California Angels. Brown batted. 303 
in his last year as a Seminole.

The hard 
throwing lefty finished his FSU ca- 
reer with a 1.46 eamed-run- 
average. He struck out 83 while 
chalking up seven wins against three 
sMbacks.
